Sophomores, Juniors, and Seniors in 
the program help the freshmen adjust to high school, allowing them 
to feel like they have someone to come to if they ever need personal 
or academic assistance. Having mentoring groups every week, the 
upper classmen guide their mentorees in discussions about what 
goes on in and out of school, such as bullying, social media, study 
habits, future jobs, and problems. The kids interact by talking to eacf 
other and learning. "Being a part of the mentoring program is 
rewarding; you feel like you've helped someone adjust and feel like 
they belong in high school. By giving the freshmen guidance I feel as 
if their transition into high school was made easier," says Megan 
Litteral (12). 

Being a mentor is more than just helping someone adjust to 
high school. It's about making someone feel welcomed. Mentors 
help mentorees learn to grow as a person and how to apply some of 
these life lessons and skills, not only in high school, but throughout 
life. "Getting along with different people and transitioning into high 
school helped me mature. Having a mentor gives me someone to 
talk to and ask about advice. We discussed a lot about life and things 
teens shouldn't be doing like drugs and other adult only activities," 
Grant Siedentopf (9) said. 

Mentoring the freshmen and helping them adjust to the high 
school isn't all the work that is done by the mentors. The mentors 
also do a lot of work with Mrs. Bilski class, helping these students 
one on one with their communication skills and computer skills. 
Working side by side with these students, they have an easier time 
walking the halls and feeling like they belong. 
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Let's step foot in Mrs. Bilski's 
classroom. This is where these 
students are constantly working 
on basic, everyday life skillfc.doesn’t seem like much, but it really is. They learn how to work with money in 
real life situations, using checkbooks too. The students are involved in an intense program which means the 
students mainly learn all of their skills in a self contained moderate classroom. But the learning doesn't just stop 
inside the classroom. "Study trips are very functional and are considered community based instruction such as 
trips to grocery store, restaurants, and shopping," said Mrs. Bilski. Working together and working hard is 
something everyone does in this classroom everyday. Even if they're working on something tough, the smiles are 
still spread across their faces. An outlook in the classroom is when the students get to work with all the peer 
mentors. They get a positive interaction with the peer mentors and an uplifting learning experience. They help 
these students do arts and crafts, etc. Mrs. Bilski said, "They help my students with our life skills curriculum, 
functional academics, technology, crafts, field house, parties, and games like Bunco. The peer mentors are 
everything to my students." It doesn't matter who you are, when you walk inside the classroom you are greeted 
with shy smiles and outgoing hellos. With open arms, you're welcome inside. Whether your a peer mentor coming 
inside the classroom to help out, or just wanting to make friends this is the place for you. With each of them being 
so friendly, you can really feel the welcome. Facing with all the difficulties they have to face everyday, they come 
together and pull through. They show the real meaning of strength and happiness.
